Extension of the Bill of Rights 
to include prohibition of facial 


and religious. discrimination, and 
a simpler method of making fu- 
ture constitutional amendments, 
were urged in the weekly radio 
-prógram of the New Jersey Con- 
stitution Foundation. Both chan- 
ges were urged by Mrs. Jane Bar- 
us, president of the New Jersey 
League of Women Voters, who 
with Arthur J. Edwards of Mont-
